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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that the reference of Cooke et 
al. (US 6,395,782) teaches "the use of conjugated linoleic acid for extending the survival time or reducing the body weight wasting in 
subjects who have rheumatoid arthrits" The Examiner can agree with that assertion. Applicant asserts that Cooke et al. does not teach the 
use of conjugated linoleic acid for reducing joint inflammation, redness, and swelling in the subjects. The Examiner cannot agree because 
such benefits associated with the administration of conjugated linoleic acid to a subject suffering from rheumatoid arthritis are intrinsic and 
would be observed. Applicant further asserts that Yang et al., Sugano et al. and Yamasaki et al. teach that CLA may aggravate rather than 
reduce anitbody initiated type III hypersensitivities and concludes that conjugated linoleic acid would be unlikely to reduce symptoms of a 
disease asscociated with the existance of autoimmune complexes such as rheumatoid arthritis. Applicant asserts that the Examiner has 
failed to provide any evidence to the contrary. Respectfully, the Examiner cannot agree because Cooke et al. teaches that methods of his 
invention are suited for use in any animal where autoantibody immune complexes form (column 3, lines 37-40 and 51-60) and proceeds to 
specifically recite rheumatoid arthriits (column 3, line 50). Claims 3 and 5-16 remain rejected .
